CAIRO, Egypt, Feb. 10 (AP) — 
British forces, launching a new 
drive against Italy’s East African 
colony of Eritrea from the. north, 
have occupied the Red Sea port 
of Mersa Taclai and the town. of 
Karora, on the Anglo-Egyptian 8u- 
dan frontier, the Middle East com- 
mand announced today.

LONDON, Feb, 10°(AP).—Sweep- 
ing boldly to the. very top of the 
Italian boot, British warships 
hurled more than 300 tons of shells 


into the big naval base at Genoa 
at dawn yesterday, the Admiralty 
reported, damaging power plants, 
factories, warehouses, oil . tanks, 
docks and shipping.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Imply- 
ing there may have been favoritism 
in the letting of St. Louis and other 
Missouri munitions contracts, Sen- 
ator Harry S. Truman of Missouri 
asked the Senate today to create a 
spécial committee of five membeérs 
to investigate the national defense 
[program and the handling of con- 
tracts by the War and Navy De- 
partments and the Office of Pro« 
duction Management.

“I consider public funds to be a 
sacred trust, Truman told the Sen- 
ate, “and I think they ought to 
have every safeguard possible to 
prevent their being misused and 
mishandled. 

“T have had considerable experi- 
in letting public contracts, 
and I have never yet found a con- 
tractor who, if not watched, 
wouldn’t leave the Government hold- 
ing the bag. We are not doing 
him a favor if we don’t watch 
him.” 


Singles Out F. J. C. Dresser. 


The Missouri Senator began his 
speech by criticising the letting of 
contracts to the largest corpora- 
tions but as he got into his subject 
he singled out the Construction Ad-

J. C. Dresser, whom he described 
as having had “considerable inter- 
est in the Association of General 
Contractors.”

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NEW YORK, Feb. 10. (AP).— 
Wendell L. Willkie is back from 


England unchanged in his convic- 
tion that peace for America lies in 
aiding the British Empire. 
“If we do give aid to Britain, we 
are likely to stay out of war,” he 
said yesterday, “while if we do not 
give aid to Britain, we shall prob- 
ably become involved in war.” 
The 1940 Republican presidential 
candidate stepped off the Dixie 
Clipper 18 days after leaving here 
for a “see-for-myself” tour of Eng- 
land and Lire. 
He plans to present his full con- 
cjusions to the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee tomorrow as it 
nears the end of its hearings.on the 
“lend-lease” bill calling for aid to 
Britain. 

Modification of Views. 
An advocate of the measure, with 
certain amendments, even before 
his trip, Willkie said that what he 
saw and learned abroad had modi- 
fied his views on iow to assist Eng- 
land and that he would disclose 
them in Washington. 
He said, however, that on his 
survey he had “heard no talk at all 
in Britain of either expecting, an- 
ticipating or suggesting that the 
United States become an active ally 
as far as war is concerned—neither 
from the man in the street, nor 
from Cabinet officials.” 
“What the British desire from 
us,” he asserted, “is not men, but 
materials and equipment.” 

Statement Issued. 

In an statement issued after an 
interview at LaGuardia airport ma- 
rine terminal, where the Clipper 
landed after a trail-blazing flight 
from Lisbon by way of Africa, Trini- 
dad and Puerto Rico, he summed up 
his opinion on the British-aid ques- 
tion thusly: 
“T have been much interested 
since my return in reading press 
dispatches concerning discussions 
about aid to Britain. Apparently the 
issue is being drawn by some on 
the basis of war, or no war. In 
other words, the opponents of aid to 
Britain are saying that if the Unit- 
ed States gives aid to Britain, we 
may become involved in war, while 
if we do not give aid to Britain, 
we can remain at peace, 
“That igs a wholly unrealistic 
statement of the issue. As a mat- 
ter of fact, in my judgment, if we 
do give aid to Britain, we are like- 
ly to stay out of war, while if we 
do not give aid to Britain, we shall 
probably become involved in war.” 
He would not elaborate on this 
point, other than to observe that a 
British collapse would make the 
danger of American involvement 
in war very great. 

Calis British United. 
“The British people,” he report- 
ed, “are united as I did not believe 
it was possible for a whole people 
to be united in a common purpose 
to survive. 
“The free people of the United 
States should be prayerfully thank- 
ful that they do not have to live 
as the free people of Britain are 
compelled to live, with sleepless 
nights of apprehension and days 
of fear as to what may happen 
on the morrow.”

MOUS TO A 
BALLOT NUMBERS 


to the Constitution to prevent the 
numbering of ballots in order to 
assure a “secret ballot,” was intro- 
duced in the House today by Rep- 
resentative J. W. Haley of Worth 
County. 

The resolution, if passed by the 
Legislature, would submit the pro- 
posal to the voters of the State at 
the general election in November, 


The present constitutional re 
quirement that all ballots be num- 
bered and the corresponding num- 
ber be placed next to the voters’ 
names in the poll books, has been 
criticised frequently on the grounds 
that it destroys the secrecy of the 
ballot by affording a means of il- 
legally determining how a person 


i voted. 


Some persons favoring an 
amendment to provide a secret bal- 
lot in Missouri have opposed the 
plan proposed in Haley’s resolu- 
tion, however, contending that if 
the ballots are not numbered there 
is no way of checking the voting 
in investigations of contested or 
fraudulent elections. 


Another proposal to provide a 
secret ballot is the Colorado plan, 
in which the ballots are numbered 
but the number is concealed by 
folding over and pasting down the 
corner of the ballot. 


A bill to provide a penalty sta- 
tute in the event the Haley reso- 
lution is adopted, was introduced 
by Representative George Munger 
of Stoddard County. It would fix 
the punishment for marking a bal- 
lot in any manner which would 
reeval how a person had voted at 
a fine up to $500 and imprisonment 
of a year in the county jail, or a 
sentence of two years in the peni- 
tentiary .

All the 
game, it- is a good thing to look 
around from time to time and take 
stock, and certaintly our affairs 
have prospered in several directions 
during these last four or five

- We stood our ground and faced 
the two dictators in the hour of 
what seemed their overwhelming 
triumph, and we have shown our- 
selves capable so far of standing 
up against them alone. 

After the heavy defeats of the 
German air force by our fighters 
in August and September, Herr Hit- 
ler did not dare attempt the inva- 
sion of this island, although he 
had made vast preparations. Baf- 
fied in this grandiose project, he 
sought to break the spirit of the 
British nation by the bombing first 
of London and afterwards of our 
great cities. 

It has now ‘been proved to the 
admiration of the world and to our 
friends in the United States that 
this form of blackmail and murder 
and terrorism, so far from weaken- 
ing the spirit of the British nation, 
has only roused it to a more in- 
tense and universal flame than 
was ever seen before in any modern 
community. 

The whole British empire has 
been proud of the mother country, 
and they long to be with us over 
here in even larger numbers. We 
have been deeply conscious of the 
love for us which has flown from 
the dominions of the Crown across 
the broad ocean spaces. There is 
the first of our war aims: To be 
worthy of that love and to preserve 
it. 


Says Britain Is ‘Arranging’ 
To Out-Bomb the Germans. 


All through these dark winter 
months the enemy have had the 
power to drop three or four tons 
of bombs on us for every ton we 
could send to Germany in return. 
We are arranging so that presently 
this will be rather the other way 
round.

Our 
army is more numerous, more mo- 
bile and far better equipped and 
trained than in September, and 
still more than in July. And I have 
the greatest confidence in our com- 
mander-in-chief, Gen. Brooke, and 
in the proved ability of the gen- 
erals under him who guard the 4dif- 
ferent quarters of our island. But 
most of all I put my faith in the 
simple, unaffected resolve to con- 
quer or die which will animate and 
inspire nearly 4,000,000 Britons with 
serviceable weapons in their hands. 


It is not an easy military opera-

But I must drop one word of

Hitler took it for granted ‘that 
when France gave in we should 
give in.

Justice Black, in his dissenting 
opinion, contended that the major- 
ity ruling “gives approval to an in- 
junction which seriously infringes 
upon the constitutional rights of 
freedom of speech and the press.” 

Majority Opinion, 

“Freedom of speech and freedom 
of the press,” Justice Frankfurter 
said, “cannot be too often invoked 
as basic to our scheme of society. 
But these liberties will not be ad- 
vanced or even maintained by deny- 
ing to the states with all their re- 
sources, including the instrumental- 
ity of their courts, the power to deal 
with coercion due to extensive vio- 
lence, 

“If the people of Illinois desire to 
withdraw the use of the injunction 
in labor controversies, the demo- 
cratic process for legislative reform 
is at their disposal. 

“On the other hand, if they choose 
to leave their courts with the power 
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on College avenue, Venice, which

to the union standard of wages 
and hours. 

Seeking to unionize the dairy in- 
dustry, the organization started the 
picketing in 1934. It was accom- 
panied by violence which the union 
attributed to “drunken and irre 
sponsible union members.” 

Suit for an injunction was filed 
by the dairy in Cook County Su- 
perior Court in 1935. This tribu- 
nal enjoined acts of violence but 
permitted peaceful picketing. The 
State Supreme Court, however, en- 
joined all picketing on the ground 
that there was no employer-em- 
ploye relationship. 


Another Labor. Case. 


In another case concerned with 
picketing, the Supreme Court ruled 
that the right to freedom of speech 
and of assembly was violated by 
a court injunction restraining the 
peaceful picketing by an Illinois 
labor organization of a business in 
which there was “no immediate 
employer-employe dispute.” 

Justice Frankfurter delivered the 
6-to-2 opinion which applied spe- 
cifically to picketing of the Ross 
W. Swing beauty parlor in Chi- 
cago by a local of the Hairdresser’ 
and Cosmetologists’ Union (AFL). 

Justice Frankfurter asserted that 
the “ban of free communication is 
inconsistent with the guarantee of 
freedom of speech,” 

He said that the issue presented 
by the controversy was: 

“Is the constitutional guarantee 
of freedom of discussion infringed 
by the common law policy of a 


persuasion through picketing mere- 
ly because there is no immediate 
employer-employe dispute?” 

“That a state has ample power 
to regulate the local problems 
thrown up by modern industry and 
to preserve the peace is axiomatic,” 
Justice Frankfurter added. 

Hughes, Roberts Dissent. 

Justice Roberts wrote a dissent- 
ing opinion in the beauty parlor 
case in which Chief Justice Hughes 
concurred. 

The picketing of the beauty par- 

lor was said by its proprietor to 
have started in 1937 after all of 
his 16 woman employes had refused 
of their own accord to join the 
union and he had declined to com- 
pel them to join. 
The Court refused to reconsider 
a Jan. 13 decision by which it up- 
held the conviction of two men on 
a charge of violating Federal anti- 
spy legislation by obtaining infor- 
mation from naval intelligence files 
at San Pedro, Cal.

Amendment that prevents a state if 
it so chooses from placing confi- 
dence in a chancellor's decree and 
compels it to rely exclusively on 4 
policeman’s club.”

Senator Lodge Assails Bill. 

Senator Lodge (Rep.), Massachu- 
setts, in a speech, declared today 
that while he favored help for Brit- 
ain, the administration’s measure 
would give the President “the 
power of life and death” over the 
nation and would “increase the 
danger of foreign. war and the 
danger of totalitarian control at 
home.” 

Lodge said in a Senate speech 
that under the legislation, “the 
executive could give away our own 
weapons in unlimited amounts and 
then request Congress for more 
funds to build up our own army 
and navy. These requests could 
not be refused. 


“You, therefore, have a combina- 
tion of unlimited power plus un- 
limited funds. This is all that you 
need to set up totalitarian controls 
over wage, prices and production.” 

As the Senate committee started 
its final week of work on the bill, 
Senator Austin (Rep.), ‘Vermont, 
counseled the Republican party to- 
day against “blind opposition” to 
the legislation. 


Austin, assistant minority leader, 
already has backed the general ob- 


- |jectives of the measure and his new 


statement was interpreted by some 
legislators as an indirect effort to 
keep Senate opposition from assum- 
ing the predominantly Republican 
character of the fight on the bill in 
the House, 

When the House passed the bill 
Saturday by a vote of 260 to 165, the 
final roll call showed 135 Republi- 
cans lined up against the legislation 
with 25 Democrats, 3 Progressives, 
1 Farm-Laborite and 1 American- 
Laborite. Twenty-four Republicans 
and 236 Demograts voted for it. 

Austin told reporters that Repub- 
licans should give “reasonable 
study” to possible changes in the 
measure, but said that nothing 
should be done which would “de- 
stroy” the legislation, 

“It is not for a few men to create 
the impression that the Republican 
party does not have faith in our in- 
stitutions and in our people,” he 
said. “The Republican party 
should not adopt a policy of blind 
opposition.” 

Willkie Trip “2 Fine Thing.” 

He mentioned the scheduled ap- 
pearance of Wendell L. Willkie be- 
fore the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee tomorrow. 

Austin said Willkie had done “a 

fine thing” in making a trip to 
Britain to survey conditions there. 
Willkie, he said, had abandoned 
partisanship in his attitude toward 
the British aid measure. 
Chairman George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, expressed confidence that the 
measure would be approved by the 
Foreign Relations Committee by 
the end of this week and Demo- 
cratic leader Barkley predicted 
Senate passage by March 1. 
After concluding hearings with 
Willkie’s testimony tomorrow, the 
foreign relations group will con- 
sider numerous amendments in 
executive session. The Democratic 
majority arranged to meet sep- 
arately, decide on what, if any, 
amendments it would accept, and 
the.. reject all opposition propo- 
sals when the full committee votes. 
An informal poll indicated that at 
least 14 of the 23 committeemen 
wo.'d vote for the bill in substan- 
tially the form approved by the 
House.

PEARLSTONES PAY AND PURGE 
THEMSELVES OF CONTEMPT 


Court Had Ordered Them to_ Give 
$1524 to Employes by Today 
or Go to Jail. 

Isadore Pearlstone, president of 
the Pearlstone Printing Co., 2035 
Washington avenue, and his son, 
David, treasurer of the company, 
purged themselves of contempt of 
court by complying with a Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board order to 
pay $1524 in back wages to three 
employes, Miss . Dorothea de 
Schweinitz, regional labor board 
director, announced today. The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals had ordered the Pearlstones 
to comply by today or be sent to 
jail. 


The Labor Board brought action 
in the Court of Appeals to com- 
pel compliance with its ruling. The 
Court ordered compliance, but the 
Pearlstones at the end of the 30- 
day period allowed them testified 
that the company was financially 
unable to comply in full and ten- 
dered a check for half the amount. 
Today’s deadline for full compli- 
ance was set by the court Jan. 27. 
E. E. Koch, clerk of the Court, 
and Miss de Schweinitz Nave re- 
ceived receipts of full payments to 
the workers, discharged, the Labor 
Board held, for union activity. The 
men did not seek reinstatement. 
The company has posted, notices to 
employes that henceforth it will 
comply with Labor Board regula- 
tions governing collective bargain- 
ing, Miss de Schweinitz said.

INCE everything Hitler does is 
the result of an inner compul- 
sion and arises in his subconscious 
and neurotic mind, the mind of a 
man who once described himself 
as an “inspired somnambulist,” we 
may well ask: Who was the Duke 
o. Reichstadt? 


The Duke of Reichstadt, who died 
at 22, was the “Austrian boy,” the 
ill-starred and unhappy son of a 
loveless marriage between the Em- 
peror Napoleon I and the little Aus- 
trian Archduchess Marie Louise. To 
marry her and thus make perma- 
nent a Great France embracing all 
Europe, Napoleon divorced his true 
love. The son of the Austrian was 
“Napoleon II,” “King of Rome” and 
“Heir to the Holy Roman Empire.’ 
His birth led Napoleon to think that 
his dynasty was intrenched forever, 
but the “Austrian boy” was outwit- 
ted by the complex of European 
politics, demoted to a trivial title 
and read out of European politics 
altogether. 


Now, who, in Hitler’s mind, is 
Hitler? Is he not the Austrian Na- 
poleon II, Heir to the Holy Roman 
Empire—which represented the 
greatest extension in history of the 
German Nation? Hitler, like Napo- 
leon, has publicly laid claim to that 
Empire of Charlemagne. 


The loveless marriage between 
Austria and France which produced 
“Napoleon II,” Duke of Reichstadt, 
actually, politically, produced noth- 
ing at all. The Duke of Reichstadt 
is a symbol of utter disappointment 
and defeat. The Austrian did not 
enlarge and inherit the vast empire 
that his father built. Instead, he 


died young. 


Hitler, you remember, when he 
visited Paris as the Conqueror, was 
disappointed in the Tomb of Napo- 
leon. He wanted it made more im- 
posing.

HE only important and influ- 
T ential “free France” in the 
world today lies in this vast 
central African kingdom north of 
the Congo and Ubangi rivers, and 
from this forgotten front several 
French battalions have already 
joined the British in the Sudan, 
on the borders of Ethiopia or in 


Libya. On one or the other of 
these fronts it is their determina- 


tion to erase the shame of the 


Bordeaux-Vichy capitulation and to 
recompense for the fiasco at Dakar. 

With this development as a 
preface, you. may justly conclude 
that the adherence of French Equa- 
torial Africa and the French Cam- 


is backed by more than mere 
sentiment. Its full significance 
also greatly overshadows the num- 
ber of troops which have yet gone 
from here to fight for the libera- 
tion of France. Actually, these two 
colonies must be considered to⸗ 


igether with the equally huge Bel- 


gian Congo, where a “free Bel- 
gium” is now being maintained. 
These three French and Belgian 
colonies, combined, cover a stag- 
gering area of nearly 2,000,000 
square miles in the very heart of 
the African continent. They link 
British Nigeria with the English- 
Egyptian Sudan, and they. provide 
transcontinental communieations 
from the Atlantic African coast 
across to British Uganda and 
Kenya, where the British are strik- 
ing northward into Italian East 
Africa—what was known as Ethio- 
pia and Somaliland.

For to win his war, he must ac- 

complish his purpose. And Hitler 
knows now, with clairvoyant : cer- 
tainty, that he cannot accomplish 
his purpose. 
The military tactician knows that 
disaster is invariable if one tries to 
change a major strategy in the 
middle of a campaign. Hitler is no 
Hindenburg, no Ludendorff, no von 
Schlieffen. He had a different 
tactic from that of these great 
soldiers. He is Hitler, the revolu- 
tionist, whose tactic was war plus 
revolution, or rather, revolution 
plus war. The two, in his mind, 
and in his tactic, are indissoluble. 
The one is a part of the other. 

But Hitler has lost the revolu- 
tion, just as Mussolini has. It is 
absolutely impossible to establish 
another real Nazi or Fascist state 
in Europe. It is impossible to 
spread a revolution by conquest. 
And since it is probably impossi- 
ble, Hitler has lost. He still has 
immense powers of destruction, but 
he is nevertheless a man without a 
mission.

Capture of Asmara would give 
control of all Eritrea to the British 
forces and also would present them 
with a central position from which 
a farther thrust southward into 
Ethiopia could be developed.: More- 
over, Asmara is connected by -rail 
with the port of Massawa on the 
Red Sea. Massawa, on the low lit- 
toral, could not defend itself against 
the master of Asmara; the main 
base of the British expedition then 
might be shifted from Port Sudan 
to Massawa, and once more the ad- 
vantages of command of the. sea 
would have been demonstrated to 
the Italian military mind, which 
has seemed to disregard these an- 
cient precepts. 


Good Road to Border. 


At present the British communi- 
cations in this area run from Port 
Sudan to Kassala, where truck and 
animal-transport columns take up 
the task of supplying the fighting 
forces.

road. While a strong Italian de- 
fense of Asmara is to be expected, 
it may be pointed out that an at- 
tack from the rear, by means of a 
landing at or near Massawa, should 
prove of effective assistance to the 
main overland attack.’ | 


It is not yet clear what ‘the pur- 
pose of the force which has taken 
Barentu may be. SBarentu lies 
somewhat to the south of Agordat, 
and it seems likely the British pur- 
pose here simply was to mop up the 
Italian garrison occupying the 
place. The terrain east of Barentu 
‘is so rough and trackless that it of- 
fers little opportunity for a parallel 
advance toward Asmara. It is pos- 
sible, however, that having taken 
Barentu this column may attempt 
to reach the main Asmara-Addis 
Ababa road south of Asmara, thus 
cutting off Asmara from any hope 
of reinforcement. 


The attack on Gondar is perhaps 
for the moment the most interest- 
ing of the several thrusts into Ital- 
ian territory. The almost inacces- 
sible city of Gondar is one of the 
historic cities of Ethiopia, and is a 
former capital of the country. It 
has great significance in the Afri-. 
ican mind, and it seems very prob- 
able that its capture is being at- 
tempted, not for strategical rea- 
sons, for it hag little strategic im- 
portance in a campaign directed 
toward the breaking of Italy’s mili- 
tary power in East Africa, but in 
order to allow the Emperor Haile 
Selassie to hoist his flag in a vener- 
able imperial city. 


Effect Would Be Great. 


The effect of this would be great 
throughout Ethiopia, probably 
greater than a military victory of

Winston Churchill yesterday addressed his own peo- 
ple in the far-flung British domains, but he was ad- 
dressing also the wavering European neutrals, the 
people of the Axis Powers and those of the United 
States. Of particular interest to this country: was 
his assurance that Britain needs supplies. and -mili- 


do not need them this year nor next year nor any 
year that I can. foresee.” ; 


statement of three weeks ago, when he said that 
“we don’t require in 1941 large armies from over- 
seas.” This, of course, brought a barrage of ques- 
tions in this country. Does Churchill mean, it was 
asked, that Britain will. need American soldiers in 
1942 or 1948 or later? These queries were roused 
by British statements that an eventual invasion of 
the European Continent to defeat Hitler was part 
of Britain’s plan for winning the war. - 


Now Mr. Churchill is on record as stating that use 


of American troops for that military undertaking 
is not part of the British plan. This is a welcome 
reassurance to the great majority of Americans, who 
advocate sending all possible aid to England without 
involving this country in the war or weakening our 
own defenses. The Churchill statement is an out- 
right denial of the charge that Britain actually is 
seeking. American military aid in addition to the 
guns, ships and planes which are covered by the 
terms of the present lease-lend bill. 

However, Churchill’s assurance does not remove the 
need for American vigilance, the necessity for public 
insistence that aid by “methods short of war” be 
kept to measures actually short of war, that our 
commitments to the British be carefully safeguarded 
so that we donot become so involved in their cause 
as to be obligated to send troops should the seeming 
need Yor them arise. ; 

Churchill’s words had the, ring of sincerity. He 
obviously has full confidence in the ability of Brit- 
ain’s resources of manpower to fill every need for 
troops. But he is realistic enough to qualify his 
statement with the words, “nor any year that I can 
foresee.” He cannot make a positive and unqualified 
statement on this subject any more than a football 
coach in the first half of a hard game can say. defi- 
nitely that he will need no substitutes to defeat his 
opponent. Americans should be equally realistic. 

In the first World War, there was originally no 
intention that American participation should include 
troops. We were to furnish money and equipment, 
it was understood, as our share of the war effort. But 
it was not long before the plight of the Allies be- 
came so desperate that their military missions were 
visiting Washington with urgent pleas for an ex- 
peditionary force. America could not refuse; our 
declaration of war had definitely associated us with 
the Allied cause. We sent 2,000,000 men, 126,000 of 
whom lost their lives, and we had 2,000,000 more men 
in training when the armistice was signed. 

According to the latest Gallup polis, 54 per cent of 
the American people favor the fullest possible aid 
to Britain, and 85 per cent oppose actual participa- 
tion in the war. These figures show clearly what the 
people expect of Congress and the President in their 
formulation of British-aid plans. They expect a 
program of extensive aid, but they demand also that 
no commitments. be made that will lead to war. 

Every poll has shown a well-nigh unanimous vote 
for & powerful national defense. That should be the 
guiding principle of every step in consideration of 
the lease-lend bill—will thig or that provision 
strengthen national defense by aiding Britain, or does 
it constitute a commitment that may lead to war? 

“Give us the tools and we will finish the job,” Mr. 
Churchill concluded his eloquent appeal. We stand 
ready to furnish all the tools it is within our power 
and within reason to give. We fervently hope they 
will enable Britain to “finish the job,” to finigh it 
so thoroughly that Mr. Churchill will never have oc- 
casion to modify in any way his pledge of Feb. 9, 
1941.

THE A F L MOVES AHEAD. 

The St. Louis Building and Construction Trades 
Council, central body of the AFL building workers’ 
unions, has signed a contract with the St. Louis 
Builders’ Guild, which represents about 275 general 
contractors and 500 sub-contractors in this area. 

It is the kind of contract that might well have 
averted the bloodshed and the general strike which, 
a few months ago, marked the AFL effort to organize 
home-builders in St. Louis County, It is not so very 
different from the type of contract that won high re- 
gard for the CIO construction workers in the last 
year or so. And it is much more important because 
it covers so many more men, The building trades, 
after all, have always been an AFL stronghold. 

The high hourly rates of the AFL crafts have been 
reduced in the hope that this will mean more work 
and, therefore, higher annual wages. While the CIO 
loosened the conventional craft lines, the AFL at 
least undertakes to draw them so sharply, under 
the new agreement, that honest jurisdictional strikes 
will ‘be all but impossible. -Small contractors are per- 
mitted to act as their own foremen, and some of the 
other rigid regulations that were insisted on in the 
past have been relaxed. 

High labor costs have, without question, been a 
handicap to the county’s building boom in the last 
year or two, An increase in the tempo of that boom 
has been predicted for the months ahead. The new 
contract, in so far as it stabilizes and to some extent 
eases labor costs, is a definite step toward the realiza- 
tion of that prediction.

Where the Negro is most 
oppressed, other prejudices flourish like nar- 
cotic weeds. If the bell of intolerance tolls 
for one, it tolls for all. 

The record of American writers in attack- 
ing the rank superstitions preying upon 
American unity is excellent. But the time 
has come for them to adopt new tactics. We 
have heard so much of the sufferings of the 
Jew, the Negro, the Indian, the Balkan steel 
worker, the poor white, that we grow cal- 
lous—and, what is more dangerous, defeatist. 
The sufferings, the injustices, are real. But 
they are always depicted as the sufferings 
of minorities. What about the majorities? 

Anthropologists, sociologists, psychologists, 
with their tools of research, are not the first 
to discover intolerance, in time, is as destruc- 
tive for the intolerant as for his victim. 
Anti-Semitism may be an injury to the Sem- 
ite, but it is a disease for the anti-Semite. 

As Erskine Caldwell (and many another) 
has powerfully shown, the violent determi- 
nation in certain communities to hold the 
Negro down and back has had appalling 
results for the white, who, in the attempt to 
save white supremacy, have become dec- 
adent and slipped far below the level of 
white populations elsewhere. 

In a country made up of such elements 
as the table above describes, it should be 
clear that the Catholic, Jew, Protestant, the 
“old American,” Greek, German, Serb or 
Negro, who lets his religious or racial prej- 
udices go uncontrolled, is taking slow poi- 
son—maybe not so slow. But is it clear?

ber, 1939. 
In that publication Dr. Doisy not 
only demonstrated by a variety of 
techniques the structure of the fat- 
soluble vitamins, K1 and %2, but re- 
ported synthesis of two forms solu- 
ble in water and therefore suitable 
for hypodermic administration, as 
desirable for infants who have low 
body supply of the vitamin immedi- 
ately after birth, and also in emer- 
gency conditions of adults limit- 
ing administration by mouth. 
Previously Dr. Doisy, who has 
headed the department of bio-

LEWIS VITAL BOGY’S DEATH 
IN EUROPE DEC. 18 DISCLOSED 


Former Newspaperman, Member of 
Old St. Louis Family, Died 
in Budapest. 

Lewis Vital Bogy, former news- 


paperman and member of an old 
St. Louis family, died last Dec. 18 
in Budapest, Hungary, where he 
had lived for about the last 10 
years, it was learned yesterday. He 
was 76 years old. Burial took place 
in Budapest. 

Mr, Bogy was the son of Joseph 
Bogy, banker and railroad man, 
and the grandson and namesake of 
Lewis Vital Bogy, United States

It is not known precisely what his 
position will be. .A directorship in 
the RFC, a commissionership at the 
SEC, and jobs in both the 
Army and Navy departments and as 
executive assistant to the Presi- 
dent have all been mentioned for 
him. As for his reasons for aban- 
doning his previous determination, 
one can hazard an informed guess. 
In the first place, Corcoran’s 
partner, Benjamin V. Cohen, with 
whom he planned to establish a 
law office in New York, has al- 
ways been exceedingly reluctant 
to leave the administration. Cohen 
is now probably going to London 
with Ambassador John G. Winant, 
and therefore if Corcoran wishes 
to practice law,» he must prac- 
tice alone. Then, too, Corcoran’'s 
progressive exclusion from the 
White House had much to do with 
his decision to retire. But his bad 
relations. with Harry L. Hopkins, 
which seem to have been largely 
responsible for his White House 
troubles, suddenly improved before 
Hopkins’ departure for London. The 
two men are known to have lunched 
with the President together at 
least once, and all the forms of 
friendliness have been re-estab- 
lished. 

Finally, the President himself has 
recently seen much more of Cor- 
coran than in the period when Cor- 
coran was so firm about shaking 
the dust of Washington from his 
feet. This alone might well have 
influenced Corcoran. There is also 
evidence for the assumption that 
the President made it very hard 
for him to go, by telling him he 
could not do so at such a time. 
Whether or not Corcoran receives 
the kind of conspicuous official post 
he originally felt he ought to have, 
it is plain that, in view of the 
changed attitudes of the President 
and Hopkins, he expects to carry 
on with the same unofficial but im- 
portant work as in the past. 


Purpose of a Mission. 


HE shake of the kaleidoscope 
which has restored Corcoran to 
a place in the White House pat- 
tern has also increased the promi- 
nence of Harry L. Hopkins. The 
objective of his mysterious mission 
to London has at last been made 
clear, by a rather saccharine fea- 
ture story in one of the London 
newspapers. The British feature 
writer described at great length 
how Hopkins, acting as the Presi- 
dent’s intermediary, had formed a 
close personal! relationship between 
the President and Winston Church- 
ill, and how, after spending weeks 
on end in the closest association 
with the British leader, Hopkins 
would take back to the White 
House a really intimate picture of 
Churchill’s mind and methods. 
Every posted person knew when 
Hopkins went to London that he 
was going because the President 
felt he could see through Hopkins’ 
eyes as he would through his own. 
The question was, just where Hop- 
kins’ eyes were to be directed. The 
notion that he was to work out 
the much-needed Roosevelt-Church- 
ill liaison occurred to no one, since

Yet 
nothing was done until] Arthur 
Purvis’ return from London, when 
the chief of the British Purchas- 
ing Mission applied for refinanc- 
ing at the RFC. He was turned 
down. Then Bullitt called together 
key men in the War, Navy and 
other departments at a small 
dinner, put the situation before 
them, and asked their help. They 
presented the problem to Secretary 
of Commerce Jesse H. Jones in a 
new light, as one it was in our 
own interest. to solve. And more 
than $200,000,000 was provided in 
two days. It is hard to imagine 
a more helpful odd job than that,

Miller, however, does not want 
the job as Notre Dame’s athletic 
director, but there is an outside 
chance that he might be persuaded 
into taking it by loyal alumni.

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Show Business Is Dog’s 
Life Says Canine Star

to the boss about it,” Nig said, and 
it turned out to be a good idea. 


Hogan Is Boss. 


The boss—Frank Hogan—is an 
Irishman whose father brought his 
dogs and family to Canada from a 
dwindling English estate many 
years ago and eventually moved to 
Barrington, Ill., where their kennel, 
once a hobby, now is a livelihood. 

Hogan confirmed Nig’s statement 
about the dog’s hard life in show 
business. 


“They work in the water longer 
in one week's show than an aver- 
age retriever does in a lifetime,” 
. Hogan said. “Their hearing is im- 
paired at the age of 7 or 8—two or 
three years earlier than a normal 
dog’s, and they lose their agility at 
an earlier age because of this wa- 
ter work.” 

One dog out of 100 makes the 
grade, Hogan said. This gives an 
idea of the class of the nine retriev- 
ers in the show, all but one of them 
former field trial champions. 

In their training Hogan is strict 
and firm but never cruel, he said. 

“You can’t be cruel because 
you've got to retain their spirit and 
keenness. With young dogs, of 
course, you never can whip them 
because they don’t know why they 
are being punished. But the fin- 
ished dog that has been trained has 
learned right from wrong and if he 
has done wrong, you can paddle 
him till the cows come home and 
he'll like you all the better for it.” 

The mortality of those dogs 
which try but fail to become show 
performers rises sharply after the 
first season on the “stage.” They 
may look perfect in training, Ho- 
gan said, but may prove unable to 
stand the excitement. 

That, incidentally, is the reason 
Hogan uses labradors. He believes 
them temperamentally more suited 
for the work, as well as faster 
workers in the water. 

First, to make a success of hunt- 
ing dogs in shows, Hogan said that 
20 years ago a similar effort with 
pointers and setters had failed be- 
cause of the artificial conditions 
under which they had to work. 

Tyke of Arden is his star. Tyke 
does the man rescue act in the tank 
at Sportsmen’s show. 

“You know,” Hogan remarked, 
“that’s one angle for which these 
retrievers deserve credit. We train 
dogs now to take care of children 
on the beaches at Chicago. The 
dogs will sit on the beach watch- 
ing them and, if the children swim 
out too far, will go in and pull 
them back -a little, then resume 
their watching. The dogs are gen- 
tle and absolutely dependable.” 


Wealthier persons, of course, are 
the only ones who can afford these 
watch dogs. It costs about $1500 to 
train them in this.

Hogan got his idea for this sort 
of thing from .an incident three 
years in December. While 
hunting he fell through a musk- 
rat hole in the ice on a lake and 
he’s convinced to this day that if 
it hadn’t been for Dev of Devon- 
shire he never would have escaped. 
The water was over his head, he 
was wearing heavy hunting boots 
and the ice around him cracked 
every time he tried to pull himself 
out. The dog Dev inched over the 
ice on all fours and Hogan caught 
him by the collar. Dev “tugged 
like a draft horse,” Hogan said, 
and .hey finally made it: to safety. 


Dev is the sire of Tyke, whose 
line goes back to Kitty of Barring- 
ton, the Hogans’ original English 
Labrador. Tyke and Gleanirle Rov- 
er are Frank’s special favorites. 


Tyke, he said, is the only dog 
he ever saw that keeps his eyes 
open under water while ewimming 
toward a bird, and in his diving, 
as he demonstrates in the show 
here, Tyke always leaps for his 
bird instead. of jumping aimlessly 
into the water. 


Rover is particularly loyal to Ho- 
gan. Once in a field trial on Long 
Island, Hogan loaned him to a wom- 
an to participate in a trial: Hogan 
then walked a half-mile away from 
the scene of the trial to keep com- 
pletely out of the picture; The wom- 
an handler sent Rover after the 
bird and the dog went directly to 
it.

Bette Davis, Twice a Winner, Again on List 
for Best Actress, but Others on Ballot 
Are Chiefly Newcomers. 


HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 10 (AP). 
For the thirteenth time, the Acad- 
emy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences has posted its nomina- 
tions list for meritorious perform- 
ance awards, the gold statuettes 
long ago dubbed “Oscars.” 

Neither of the 1939 winners — 
Vivien Leigh for “Gone With the 
Wind” or Robert Donat for “Good- 
bye Mr. Chips”"—was nominated. 
Chiefly notable in President Walter 
Wanger’s announcement last night 
were the names of newcomers. How- 
ever, Bette Davis, twice a winner 
and twice more a candidate in seven 
years, was still on the list.

no good communications with the 
interior of Ethiopia, save by way 
of Asmara; so that once taken and 
garrisoned, it does not seem likely 
to become the base for any exten- 
sive operations save those ‘of a 
purely partisan nature. 

On the Kenya front, the region 
of the frontier is much less hospi- 
table than that of the Sudan fron- 
tier, and lacks good communica- 
tions, There are a few roads on 
the Kenya side—none of the “all- 
weather” description—but nothing 
at all save native tracks on the 
Italian side, Operations here will be 
in the nature of patrol activity, 
support of Ethiopian partisans, and 
comparatively slow advances by 
larger forces moving by “bounds” 
from locality to locality as the 
way is cleared for them. Always, 
however, the command of the sea 
will permit descents on the long 
coast line of Italian Somaliland and 
of British and French Somaliland, 
now occupied by the Italians, in 
due. course Djibouti itself, terminus 
of the railway to Addis Ababa, 
might well be the object of a com- 
bined expedition; and Mogadisco, 
capital of Italian Somaliland, hard- 
ly could be in a more exposed po 
sition, 

Much of the wok of undermining 
Italy's “empire” in East Africa, 
however, doubtless will be accom- 
plished by the natives of that re- 
gion themselves, under the able di- 
rection of their monarch, Haile Se- 
lassie, and his British military ad- 
visers. Not only supplied with 
British arms and money, but direct- 
ly supported by the planes of the 
Royal Air Force and the South 
African Air Force, the warlike na- 
tives of Ethiopia have opportunity 
to avenge themselves upon their | 
Italian oppressors. 

Gasoline Lacking. 

Italian air strength in East Af- 
rica has been variously estimated 
at. from 3800 to 600 planes of all 
types, and there are several air 
bases in the country, in addition to 
many auxiliary landing fields. At 
gome seasons of the year, the air 
affords the only means of supply- 
ing and reinforcing some of the 
scattered Italian outposts. But 
shortage of gasoline, lubricants and 
ammunition has restricted sharply 
Italian air activities from their 
East African bases from the very 
beginning - of the war, so that 
though commanding the narrow 
waters of the Red Sea, the Strait 
of Bab el Mandeb and the Gulf of 
Aden, there has been almost no 
attempt at interference with Brit- 
ish convoys moving through these 
waters, and only a few sporadic 
raids on the fortress of Aden, 
which lies within easy reach. 

Air superiority seems assured 
for the British, and is likely to 
prove an enormous advantage in

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Ministers Urged to Shun 
Pomposity, Seek Humility 


Dr. J. Harry Cotton, National Christian Mis- 


sion Speaker, Says Common Humanity 
Must Be Kept Alive. 


Ministers who “tend to become 
too pompous” were urged today to 
cultivate humility by Dr. J. Harry 


- Cotton, president of the Presby- 


terian Theological Seminary at Chi- 
cago, speaking at Westminster 
Presbyterian Church at one of the 
day's 34 meetings held in connec- 
tion with the National Christian 
Mission. 

“Every minister needs to learn 
to enjoy a good life at his own ex- 
pense,” Dr. Cotton said. “Min- 
isters tend to become too pompous, 
dignified and_ self-important, as 
though they were not human beings 
as is every sinner who sits be- 
fore them on Sunday mornings. 
We need to see that as persons 
we do not count at all, except in 
so far as Christ can find clear 
utterance through us. 

“We must keep alive our com- 
mon humanity. We need to make 
clear to ourselves the burdens that 
our people carry, the anxieties that 
disturb them, their unfilled hungers 
and their restless sense of need.” 


Dr. Cotton is one of the 30 
Protestant leaders touring the 
country in behalf of the National 
Christian Mission. The week-long 
program was launched in St. Louis 
yesterday with a meeting at the 
Armory attended by about 9000, at 
which the principal speaker was 
Dr. E. Stanley Jones, former Meth- 
odist missionary to India. 


Purpose of Mission. 

Chief purpose of the Mission, 
which is sponsored by the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America, is to demonstrate that 
“Christianity has the answer” to 
the world’s problems. The answer 
to the present war in Europe, Dr. 
Jones said, is to be found in the 
Biblical phrase that “they that 
take the sword shall perish by the 
sword.” 


“Christ long ago answered the 
question,” Dr. Jones said, “which 
we are asking ourselves today: 
‘How far can force go in the 


world?’ The answer is clear. Force? 


can go a long way. Force crucified 
the Son of God. But on the third 
day force broke down before the 
fact of God. Jesus arose again 
from the dead. 

“Might can drench the world in 


not on the third day. All human 
history is a comment on that fact. 
Napoleon lasted 20 years—then St. 
Helena. Caesar had his Brutus. 
And Alexander died in a drunken 
fit. | 
“When humanity forgets the most 
practical law ever made, that of 
loving our neighbors, then trouble 
follows.” 
National Director Speaks, 

Dr. Jesse M. Bader of New 
York, national director of the mis- 
sion, told the Armory audience 
that bcth the message and the 
technique of the mission are mod- 
ern. 

“Rather than seeking to draw 
the people into the. church,” he 
said, “it is to bring the church to 
the people, saying vigorously that 
every aspect of life and all of life’s 
problems have an answer that may 
be found in Christianity.”

DIAGNOSIS: If you want to

usually that which you had at the age of 21. Don’t try to kid 
yourself by consulting the age-height-wéeight tables of life in- 
surance companies, for they permit you from 25 to 50 pounds 
more avoirdupois at the age of 45 than at the age of 21. But 
those figures simply mean most of us*tend to put on surplus 
poundage, so we may be average for our age, but our age 
group is uniformly too heavy. Time and again I have reiter- 
ated the statement that we dig our graves with our teeth. A 
recent report from the Illinois State Health Department states 
that many people cut off five to 15 years of their life by 
overeaing. Fatness not only puts an undue strain upon your 
legs and feet, as well as the sacro-iliac joint in the lower 
back. It adds work for the kidneys and taxes your heart. It 
often raises your blood pressure markedly.

THE DEATH RATE in Illinois from diabetes rose from 
seven per 100,000 population in 1902 to 30 in 1939. And from 
heart disease the rate zoomed from 37 to 337. “Overeating is 
the dominant cause of diabetes,” the report continued, “and 
overeating which leads to obesity is an important causative 
factor in a great deal of heart disease.” Aside from the medical 
aspects, excess weight makes us feel prematurely old. When 
we slow down in our walk, we look and feel like older people, 
since a slow gait is more typical of the aged and decrepit. 
Decide to go on a diet at once, if you are more than 10 or 15 
pounds heavier than on your wedding day. Refuse to let those 
rolls of fat turn you from an athletic, graceful individual into 
a waddling walrus, sloppy looking and ludicrous.

HE statement that beans are 

the poor man’s meat doesn’t al- 

ways serve to endear them to 
the poor man, nor yet to the fam- 
ily that would be poor if it didn’t 
budget its income—which applies 
to most of us. But when a hearty 
bean dish is as easily prepared, as 
good to eat, and as unusual as kid- 
ney bean loaf, most people will be 
readily converted. Instead of dried 
kidney beans, the recipe calls for 
canned ones, which can be prepared 
in a jiffy. 

Kidney Bean Loaf. 

One No. 2 tin red kidney beans, 
one cup cooked rice, two eggs, beat- 
en, one-half teaspoon salt, one-half 
teaspoon sugar, one teaspoon grat- 
ed onion, two tablespoons melted 
butter, one-fourth cup chopped 
parsley, if desired. 

Drain and mash beans and com- 
bine with other ingredients. Turn 
into buttered loaf pan or casserole 
and bake in a moderate oven (350 
degrees) for one to one and one- 
half hours, or until a sharp knife 
inserted in the center of the loaf 
comes out clean. Serve hot with 
tomato sauce or chili sauce. Makes 
five servings.

“We're Tenting Tonight—”

United States. — 

Walter Kittredge, born at Merri- 
mac, N. H., in 1834, was a good ex- 
ample of the old saying that music, 
like murder, will out. 

Born on a farm, the tenth of 11 

children, his environment was any- 
thing but conducive to turning him 
out a musician and composer; yet 
so great was his talent for music 
and his determinaton to excel in it, 
that in 1852, when he was only 138, 
he ventured along to give ballad 
concerts. Four years later he ap- 
peared in joint concerts with Josiah 
Hutchinson, of the well-known 
Hutchinson family of singers, and 
from that time on was well-known 
as a composer of both words and 
music of many songs. In 1861, the 
first year of the Civil War, he pub- 
lished his little but original “Union 
Song Book.” 
. It was in the year 1862 that Wal- 
ter Kittredge was drafted; shortly 
before, the song “Tenting on the 
Old Camp Ground” came to him 
and was written, both words and 
music, as he later related, in hardly 
more than a few minutes. Having 
great difficulty finding a publisher, 
he succeeded s0 well by his own 
singing of it in popularizing it, that 
though a song with a similar title 
had been put on the market, the 
well-known firm of Oliver, Ditson 
& Co. agreed to sponsor his. 

Though many of his other songs 
-—he was a prolific com re 
very’ popular during his long life- 
time, “Tenting oh the Old Camp 
Ground” is the only one that has 
survived, no book of the public's 
favorites being complete without it. 

Almost as great as his love for

' 1921, at New York. A small group 


of former service pilots organized 
the original Hangar as a haven 
for fellows who could really fly and 
were willing to let their exploits 
speak for themselves.

He has mounted alone in- 
to the realms beyond the reach of 
the Keewee and the Modoc, and 
should be accorded all the gestures 
of friendship and ‘aid by fellow 
QBs wherever they may meet.” 

To be eligible for QB membership 
a pilot must have a transport rat- 
ing, or its equivalent in the case of 
the experienced amateur and the 
military flyers. An _ application 
must bear the signatures of five 
QBs, and must be approved by the 
national headquarters before mem- 
bership is accomplished. Member- 
ships in this exclusive group are 
limited to about 12 a year for each 
Hangar. 


Although non-political, the Quiet 
Birdmen watch national legislation 
affecting aviation and the promin- 
ence of the membership is such 
that powerful influence can be 
brought to bear when necessary. A

For Minimum 


Opening Bid 


By Ely Culbertson 


OR years all expert players ob- 
F served the normal minimum re- 

quirements of two and one-half 
honor tricks for an opening bid, 
yet they always have made one ex- 
ception, and a recent poll which I 
conducted among a group of rank- 
ing experts proved that they are 
making that exception today more 
often than ever. The exception is 
this: They reduce the honor trick 
requirements somewhat when they 
have a long major suit and an un- 
balanced hand. 

My job was to translate this into 
a precise formula which is easy ta 
remember and which works out 
well in play. It forms one of the 
basic changes in the new improved 
Culbertson system. 

You may make an opening bid 
of one in a six-card major suit with 


. two-plus honor tricks. 


Because we now are able to 
count a singleton in the hand as a 
plus value, this permits an opening 
bid of one spade on the following 
hand, which experts always have 
considered biddable: 

% .108762 n° @KQ96 #54 

Such a bid should not be made 
in a six-card minor suit, for it is 
then too easy for the opponents to 
outbid you. Having a major suit 
is a great advantage in competitive 
bidding. With a minor suit you 
should stick to the full require- 
ments of two and one-half honor 
tricks.

West opened the queen of dia- 
monds, dummy winning with the 
king. After some thought, declarer 
cashed the ace of diamonds and 
discarded the ace of hearts! Now 
the queen of hearts was led from 
dummy and when East played low, 
South discarded a spade. 

Had West taken his king of 
hearts, declarer would have been 
able to draw three rounds of 
trumps, ending in the dummy, after 
which the rest of dummy’s hearts 


would have furnished discards for 
all of his losing spades. But the 
situation was very clear to West 
and he rose nobly to the occasion 
by refusing to take his king of 
hearts! The heart jack then was 
led: and passed, and again West po- 
litely conceded the trick. 

Having “ditched” two spades, de- 
clarer now assumed (mistakenly) 
that he was on safe ground. He 
tried the spade finesse. It lost and 
South soon found that he could not 
ruff his remaining spade loser with- 
out setting up a trump trick for 
East. 

South should have persisted with 
his original plan, leading a third 
heart from dummy. If East ruffed 
(the best defense) declarer could 
over-ruff, cash the ace and king of 
trumps, then ruff another heart. 
Now, with a trump and good hearts 
in dummy, he could safely concede 
a spade trick.

SANDERS STUDIED growth of 
groups of the population during the 
late war years—1918-1920—and sub- 
sequently showed a persistent fail- 
ure to come up to the normal 
growth rate in all age groups up to 
17 years. 

Palmer, at Hagerstown, Md.,, 
measured elementary school chil- 
dren during the depression years, 
comparing their growth to similar 
groups in the prosperous years of 
1921-1927.

Oatmeal Cookies. 

One and one-fourth cups all-pur- 
pose flour, one teaspoon baking 
powder, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half teaspoon allspice, one-half tea- 
spoon cloves, one-half teaspoon cin- 
namon, one-half cup shortening, 
three-fourths cup sugar, three egg 
yolks, one cup milk, one cup rolled 
oats, uncooked; one-half cup rais- 
ins, one-fourth cup nut meats, 
chopped. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
twice with baking powder, salt and 
spices. Cream shortening and 
gradually add sugar, blending well. 
Stir in well-beaten yolks. Add sift- 
ed dry ingredients alternately with 
milk beginning and ending with dry 
ingredients and beating well after 
each addition. Stir in oatmeal, 
floured raisins and nuts. Drop by 
spoonfuls on greased baking sheets 
and bake in a hot oven (425 de 
grees) until brown, or about 15 
minutes. Makes five dozen small 
cookies.
